The board of trustees met in weekly 
session as usual iast Monday evening. 

Trustees Healy and Cunningham 
for the street committee stated that 
they had arranged to have the water 
wagon sprinkle the streets full time 
every day for the present. 

City Clerk Smith was requested to 
prepare a description of the land at 
the south end of Linden avenue that 
is wanted by the city as a public park, 
and send it to the local land company. 

The following claims against the 
city were allowed and warrants ordered 
drawn for same: California League of 
Municipalities, dues, $10; W. J. Mar¬ 
tin, hall rent for May, $10; South San 
Flancisco Power and Light Company, 
lights for May, $81; Clerk W. J. 
Smith, fees, etc., $7.50; H. <laerdes, 
lifty feet of hose and nozzle, $6.50; 
South City Printing Company, print¬ 
ing, $15.00; W. L. Hickey, labor, $.{.25; 


South San Francisco Water Company, 
water for sprinkling streets, $48.24. 

Trustee Healy dnt reduced an ordi¬ 
nance providing that sparring exhibi 
tions may be conducted in this city 
for a limited number of rounds, and 
that 5-ounce gloves shall be used. The 
ordinance also provides that an annual 
license of $1200 shall be paid. 

The ordinance was given first read¬ 
ing and will come up for adoption at 
the next meeting of the board. 

Trustee Cunningham reported that 
the members of the board had visited 
the City of Burlingame and had in¬ 
spected its streets and sidewalks and 
had gained considerable information 
though the courtesy of City Engineer 
Waggoner of that city. 

Upon motion of Trustee Cunning¬ 
ham, seconded by Trustee Hickey, it 
was decided to employ Mr. Waggoner 
to do the necessary engineering work 
in this city for curbs and sidewalks.

The committee consulted Attorney- 
General Webb, who gave an opinion 
that the population of the first town¬ 
ship is now based on the census of 
190U, and that it will get its next 
rating when, the 1910 census is officially 
declared at next winter’s session of the 
legislature. Until then nothing can 
be done. 

Attorney Henry Ward Brown of 
Colma who was present explained 
what had been done some years ago 
when it was desired to have a second 
justice’s office created. He stated that 
he would look into the matter and see 
if there were any legal way whereby 
a second justice and constable coyld 
be elected this fall. 

After considerable discussion, it was 
decided to meet again next Sunday 
morning at 10 o’clock at Green’s Hall, 
San Bruno.

FRIJfT—Apricots are now getting 
plentiful in the local market and the 
larger sizes are succeeding the small 
seedlings that have prevailed. Very 
fine Royals bring 75@85c a box, with 
50(&60c for smaller. Canneries are 
taking all the best that are available. 
Peaches are also improving and more 
plentiful, bringing 75c a box for the 
best, with as low as 50c for others. 
Cherry plums and other varieties have 
become a drug and prices range from 
25@40c a box. Green apples are com¬ 
ing in freely and have dropped to 50c 
@$1 a box. Cantaloupes from Im¬ 
perial arrive in fine condition and sell 
at 75c@$l for small crates. Cherries 
are fine and abundant at 75@85c for 
black, Royal Amies 10c lower. 

BERRIES — Blackberries are less 
plentiful at $6(5)7 a chest, loganberries ! 
abundant at $3@3.50 for blacks, rasp¬ 
berries in fair supply at $4@7. Straw¬ 
berries arrive in fine order and bring 
good prices. Longworths at $6@8, 
Malindas $3.50@4.50. 

VEGETABLES—Onions are higher, 
shipping demands being heavy. They 
range at $1.50@1.65 for new reds and 
about 10c more for silverskins. There 
is a large northern shipment of pota¬ 
toes, the old stock thereby being re¬ 
duced. Low prices have created an 
outside demand. Heavy receipts of 
fine new potatoes have brought prices 
down to 70@80c a 100 for Early Rose 
and 80c@$l for River Whites. Other 
vegetables range as follows: Green 
peas 3 @ 3 1 / £c a lb., string beans 4@7c, 
green corn 30@40c a doz., summer 
squash 75c@$l a box of 25 lbs. 

DAIRY PRODUCE—Butter receipts 
are dropping off slightly and there is 
constant storage at present range of 
prices, besides some export to Los 
Angeles; but little going north. The 
northern and southern basis is 30c and 
a premium is paid above this on spe¬ 
cial deals, for extras. Eastern ladles 
are being handled here in carload lots, 
selling at about 24@25c. San Fran¬ 
cisco prices have ranged at 27@28c 
for the month, on extras, which has 
kept a little below other markets. 
New York price on extras is 28%c; 
Chicago, 27c today. 

EGGS AND POULTRY—The maxi¬ 
mum weekly receipts of eggs in May 
of over 400,000 dozen has dropped to 
327,000 for week ending June 11th. The 
contest for storage is over and the sup¬ 
ply now only keeps even with current 
needs. The range of 26c up to 28c 
and the drop again to 26c in this 
month is regulated by the consumptive 
demand almost entirely. 

Eastern poultry is firm at 20c a lb. 
and*receipts have slackened. Young 
California stock is weaker and hens 
firmer, as fewer liens are sent in. The 
last egg is squeezed out before a layer 
is sold at the present egg prices. Small 
hens are $5@5.50 a doz., extra large 
$ 6 @ 8 .

FURTHER PROGRESS 
TOWARDJXPOSITION 

Over $5,000,000 Subscribed 
In San Francisco 


Another long step toward the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition goal was 
taken by San Francisco Thursday aft¬ 
ernoon at a mass meeting on the main 
floor of the Merchants’ Exchange build¬ 
ing. That public interest in securing 
the Panama-Pacific Exposition for San 
Francisco has not waned since the day 
when over $4,000,000 was subscribed 
in less than two hours was evident 
from the large attendance and the en¬ 
thusiasm. The great general assem¬ 
bly room of the Merchants’ Exchange 
was crowded before 3 o’clock, the hour 
set for the meeting. All of the seats 
were taken early, and afterward all of 
the standing room was thronged, so 
that late arrivals who had to reach 
the platform did not find it easy to get 
through the aisles. Men from all sec¬ 
tions of the city, and some from across 
the bay, were in the closely pressed 
multitude. 

Several subscriptions from residents 
of Oakland, Alameda and San Rafael 
were announced when more contribu¬ 
tions were called for, and these were 
heartily cheered, as they showed that 
people living elsewhere realized that 
the benefits to come from the exposi-! 
tion would not be merely local, and 
that other California cities would help ; 
the project along financially. 

An Oakland man caused applause! 
when he stated that he was canvassing 
among the merchants in that city and ; 
hoped that they would subscribe | 
$1,000 000. “They should subscribe lib¬ 
erally,” he remarked, “as the mer-1 
chants of Oakland were benefited more j 
than any one by the downfall of San 
Francisco at the time of the fire.” 

There was a general desire to hear ' 
the report of the amount of subscrip- j 
tions, and R. B. Hale, whom Chairman 
Brown said was “the real creator of 
the exposition idea in San Francisco,” 
gave the figures. 

“We have accomplished what we at. 
first set out to do, namely, to raise ! 
$5,000,000,” he stated. “We already 
have in signed subscriptions $5,033 - 
805, and we have been promised other 
subscriptions, whicn are in process of! 
being signed up, amounting to $639,610, j 
and most of which are as good as 
wheat.” 

After the telegraphic announcement 
that Congress required an assured fund 
of $7,500,000 had been read, a resolu -1 
tion that the meeting pledge itself to 
raising that sum was adopted with a 
tempestuous “aye.”

Two real estate deals of great mag- 
| nitude have been announced in Sac¬ 
ramento. Through a local realty firm 
the great Moulton ranch in Colusa 
county, oposite the city of Colusa, has 
| been sold by the Central California 
j Investment Company to Hollister and 
Pasadena capitalists for about $1,000,- 
000. The ranch counts of 18,000 
acres, the larger portion of which has 
been under cultivation for years, part 
being in orchards. The other portion 
is overflowed during part of the ye*ir. 
This will be fully reclaimed. The en¬ 
tire ranch will be subdivided imme¬ 
diately for colonization. This is one 
of the largest deals ever consummated 
in the Sacramento valley. 

Mrs. James N. Gillett, wife of the 
Governor, and Mrs. Fletcher A. Cutler, 
wife of the Governor's law partner, 
were painfully hurt near Sacramento 
when the executive’s carriage collided 
with another rig while the horses were 
starting to run - away. The animals 
took fright at a freight train at Brigh¬ 
ton. The traces broke, and the coach¬ 
man lost all control of the team. The 
carriage tipped over, throwing Mrs. 
Cutler to the road. Mrs. Gillett re¬ 
mained in the overturned vehicle, but 
received the more severe injuries of 
the two. She will be confined to her 
bed for the next few weeks. Mrs. 
Cutler wrenched a limb. The women 
were temporarily cared for at a Brigh¬ 
ton house, and later taken home. A 
woman in the other rig was slightly 
injured. 

Chaperoned by the collier Justin and 
tug Fortune, t lie submarine boats 
Grampus and Pike left Mare island, 
June 15th, on their first sea voyage.

A party of thirty surveyors and civil 
engineers in the employ of the South¬ 
ern Pacific Company have left Redding 
for Hamilton gulch, in the northwest¬ 
ern part of Shasta county. It is un¬ 
derstood that the men are to survey 
a line in Trinity county through the 
National Forest reserve westward 
toward Eureka. The activity of the 
promoters of the Humboldt and East 
ern Railroad, to run from Redding to 
Eureka, has stimulated rivalry to se¬ 
cure the best passes and rights of way 
in this virgin territory. 

Governor Gillett has accepted the 
resignation of State Insurance Com¬ 
missioner E. Myron Wolf, who is to 
become a vice-president of an insur¬ 
ance company in San Francisco, and 
appointed Edward C. Cooper to fill the 
vacancy, which is for a term of four 
years. Cooper’s position of private 
secretary to the Governor, from which 
he resigned, was given to E. Forrest 
Mitchell, who has been the executive 
secretary to the Governor. The execu¬ 
tive secretaryship will be filled within 
a few days. 

The vineyard crop in the Sonoma 
and Napa valleys this year is to be a 
record-breaker, according to Professor 
Frederick Bioletti of the Department 
of Agriculture.
